7. The claims are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .75(i) because elements of 
the claims are not separated by line indentation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § J 02 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

9. Claims 1 & 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sone et al, US 
6,120,383. Fig. 1 shows a fixed type constant velocity joint characterized by comprising an 
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outer joint part 1 having eight axially extending guide grooves lb formed in the spherical inner 
peripheral surface la thereof, an inner joint member 2 having eight axially extending guide 
grooves 2b formed in the spherical outer peripheral surface 2a thereof, eight torque transmitting 
balls 3 disposed one by one in ball tracks defined by cooperation between the guide grooves of 
the outer and inner joint members, and a cage 4 holding the torque transmitting balls. Fig. 1 A 
(see the annotated copy of Fig. 1 A attached to this Office action) shows the angle defined by the 
straight line b-b connecting a contact point A between the cage 4 and the outer joint member 1 
and a contact point B between the cage 4 and the inner joint member 2, and the cage center line 
0-0 is zero degrees (i.e. not more than 10 degrees).
